Claims status : 1-4, 6-21 are allowed claim 5 is canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, and 20, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest the claimed provision of: transforming the semi-structured data into LDAP data by using 
attributes to store information about individual semi- structured nodes, and by assigning a 
distributed name to each of said data nodes to define a unique location in an LDAP hierarchy at 
an instance level, in conjunction with the rest of the limitations in the independent claims, is not 
taught or suggested, or rendered obvious over the prior art of record or that encountered in 
searching the invention 

The dependent claims 2-4, 6-19, and 21, being further limiting to the independent claims, 
definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
